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Tiie  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  mth  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agricrulture.    The  Division  of  .'agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lov/a  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  iVgricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,    The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sumjnarj^  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lovm  and 
the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  conTmercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  state 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovang  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
countj^  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  ITederal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  Supervision  of  Herman  V,  Strand, 
State-wade  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.    This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  VJork  Projects  xxdministration.     Official  Project 
565-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  lov'ja  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  lov/a  laws.  Without 
these    data  by  tovjnships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would 
be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Page  County  was  established  in  1847  and  named  for  Captain  John  Page  who 
was  mortally  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Palo  Alto  in  the  Ilexican  War. 

In  the.    spring  of  1840,  three  brothers,  George  W. ,  Henry  and  David  Farrens, 
all  youngj    unmarried  men,  came  from  Jackson  County,  Missouri ,  and  settled  near 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  county.    A  few  more  families  came  in  1341  and  others 
soon  followed. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1851  by  the  election  of  its  officers. 
The  election  was  held  at  Bulvr'.v^"'' s  Hill  and  this  place  served  temporarily  as 
the  county-seat.     Later  a  site  txvo  and  one-half  m^iles  north  of  the  'I'lill"  was 
selected  for  the  county-seat  and  nam.ed  Clarinda.  1/ 

Shenandoah,   "the  nursery  city",  ?j"as  founded  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
and  Quincy  Railroad  in  1870  when  that  road  was  constructed  through  the  countjr. 
The  name  Shenandoah  was  chosen  because  the  settlers,  V\jho  were  mostly  from 
Virginia,  saw  a  fanciful  resemblance  to  the  Shenandoah  Valley  in  their  home 
State.  2/ 

Area 

Page  County  is  approximately  22  by  24-  miles  in  extent j  embracing  531 
square  miles  3/,  or  339,840  acres.     Of  this  number,  329,269  acres  are  listed 
as  farm  land.  4/  There  are  16 "townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranlcs  forty-fifth 
in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Page  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namel^r,  drift,   loess,  terrace^  and  swasrp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soil,  Shelby  silt  loam,  covers  16,8  percent  of  the  area.     The  loess 
soil,  Liarshall  silt  loaiii,  covers  60,5  percent  of  the  county.     The  terrace  soils 
cover  2^9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Tifaukesha  silt  loam — It  7 
percent,  Judson  silt  loara — 1.0  percent,  and  3rem.er  silt  loam — 0,2  percent. 
The  sx/amp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  19.8  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided 
into  TJabash  loams — 19^1  percent,  7/abash  clay — 0.3  percent,  and  riverwash — 0,4 
percent,  5/

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Topography 

The  surface  of  Page  Countyj  as  a  whole,  is  gently  -"jo  smoothly  rolling. 
The  loess  covered  uplands,  which  are  cut  by  the  various  drainageways ,  consist 
of  Si.ioothly  rounded  hills  with  gentle,  even  slopeSo     This  is  particularly 
true  of  the  upland  area  in  Tarkio,  Pierce,  Fremont,  Morton  and  VJashington  tovm- 
ships.    In  the  area  between  the  iTodavray  and  East  iTodaway  Rivers,  and  the  south- 
eastern part  of  Buchanan  Township,  erosion  has  been  more  active  and  the  hills 
are  narrower,  less  rounded,  and  more  abrupt.    Along  the  west  side  of  the 
Nodav;ay  Pdver^  near  Hepburnj  narrow  areas  of  more  abrupt  topography  extend  from 
one-quarter  to  one-half  mile  away  from  the  river. 

The  terraces >  or  second  bottom-lands,  along  the  rivers  have  a  smooth  to 
gently  rolling  surfacoc    The  first  bottom-lands  along  all  the  streams  are  com- 
paratively level  in  topography. 

The  county  slopes  toward  the  south  and  the  drainage  is  carried  in  that 
dirootion  by  the  East  Rishnabotna,  the  IJodav/ay  and  the  East  ITodaway  Rivers 
and  their  tributaries.    These  sti'eams  cross  the  county  from  north  to  south 
through  wide  flood  plains,  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  41  years  ( 1899-1930 )' was  50,4  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  78  years  (1872-1930)  was  '32„43  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  16 C    days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  27  and 
October  9,  over  a  period  of  33  years  (1892-1930).  7/ 

Population 

In  1850  the  first  census,  credited  Page  County  with  a  population  of  551, 
Except  for  a  few  minor  recessions,  the  population  has  increased  steadily  since 
that  time.     It  has  a  densit;/"  of  49  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with 
the  State  density  of  44„

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  5  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
3  elevators,  1  produce  market  and  1  merchandise  establishment. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  571  members,  of  which  523  were  active,  and  1,575 
persons  did  business  vjith  the  5  concerns^     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  ^324,858  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $177,068 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusivelyo    Pu.rchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and' selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  14/

The  largest  number  of  apple  trees,  119,440  was  reported  in  1884,  but  the 
largest  crop,  243,724  bushels,  was  listed  in  1909.     In  1909. there  were  57,954 
peach  trees  recorded,  but  the  largest  crop,  6,724  bushels,  v;as  listed  in  1934. 
In  1894,  the  record  year  for  pluns ,  there  were  10,454  trees  and  8,136  bushels 
reported.     The  peak  year  for  cherries  was  1909,,  when  11,240  trees  and  4,766 
bushels  vrere  recorded.     In  1833,   52,035  vines  bore  a  record  crop  of  304,807 
pounds  of  grapes,  15/ 


Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  f ollov^s : 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off»  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husL"ed,  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shov/n  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  vrould  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest  j  Vifhich  would  haA^e  a  different  and  lower 
yield,     This  separate  yield  estimation  Vi^as  then  multuplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  lij  tovmships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  the;j,^.  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked„    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shoxm 
by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shovo  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.    The  county 
sijmmary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for' 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitmately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  eciual  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tomiship  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1935,
